A young New York club­ 
man who served through the Santiago 
campaign with Colonel Roosevelt told 
the follow ing story of his first days in 
tho regiment at tho U niversity club the 
other nig ht. 
“ I went to Tampa alone, aft» r the 
reg im ent hud been there for several 
days, armed with lotrer.s, which, I felt 
pretty sure, would result in my heing 
taken in. 
I hud 
rough riders, hut never having been in 
tho west I had no idea what kind of 
men formed tin nucleus of thereg juu ut, 
although 1 had heard there were lots of 
cowboys and western bad men iii the 
ranks. 
The day I struck Tampa I pre­ 
sented m y letters to Colonel Wood, and 
tho next day 1 was a trooper. My troop 
was made up almost entirely of west- 
erners. and at that tim e 1 was tho i)iily 
N ew Yorker in it. I didn’t make friend.s 
very rapidly, but niy tentmato seeme» ! 
a decent 
sort of 
fellow , and I was 
soon on pretty good terms w ith him. 
Ho was a little, smooth faced fcdlow, 
w ith a firm jaw and a keen eye, and, I 
should say, about 80 years of age. 
He 
was very quiet, but when he did talk it 
was in a voice as soft as u wom an’s. 
“ I made up my mind that he was a 
good fellow , hut rather diilident, and 
that iu order to make our relations more 
cordial I must draw him out. 
I felt 
rather sorry for him and for a time 
made a point of g oing everywhere with ; 
him in order to make him feel more 
comfortatile. 
He took my overtures in 
good part and senied to enjoy my eom- 
pany. About the fourth day it suddenly 
dawned on me that my bashful little 
‘buukie’ know all about me, w hile all 1 
knew about hiiri was that his name was 
Redmond.

I made up m y mind right 
there that there was some sad secret in 
his life that he couldn’t talk about to 
so new an uc(]uuiiituuce as m yself, and 
I didn’t bother him again.

blue m yself about being away from my 
friends and relatives that a great wave 
of pity for this poor fellow , who seemed 
so lunch less able to stand trouble than 
I, swept over me. The second nig ht aft­ 
er this Redmond put on his coat and 
said he was g oing out for a walk. ‘Hold 
on a minute,* J said, ‘and I ’ll go w ith 
yon .’ ‘Ob, I’m not going far!’ lie said. 
‘You’d better stay. I ’ll be hack in an 
hour.’ ‘But I want to g o ,’ I said. ‘I’m 
siek of hanging around the tent ’ 
“ Ho saiti 110 more, and we went out 
together. 
There w-ere no guards but 
the provost guards, and the men could 
wuncler around at w ill. 
We went into 
the town and stopped at a saloon, where 
Redmond made me gasp by drinking 
nearly half a tumbler of whisky w ith­ 
out wincing . 
We went to several other 
places and iiad drinks, and finally, at 
my suggestion, started back for eump. 
We were pas.siiig through a very dark 
street when liedmoiid suddenly came to 
a staudstill, and, hauling out his big 
cavalry revolver, exam iued it carefully, 
and then, turning to me, said: ‘Y ou’<I 
better step iu that doorway a moment. 
I’ll be rig ht back.’ 
I looked up and 
then noticed about a hundred yards 
away a man coming toward us. He was 
a u ell dressed, prosperous looking man, 
Hud us I saw Redmond take a step in 
his direction it came over me all of a 
sudden what lie intended to do. 
“ ‘iSee here, 
Redm ond,’ 
I called, 
walking forward and catching liiiii hy 
the shoulder.

“ Redmt>ud never made the slig htest 
reference to the affair on our way hack 
to camp, but when wo g ot in our tent 


1 cam e up to that camp rrom Cuba. He 
cam e from 'J 'umpa aud got there ahead 
of me. 
VVlu n 1 got tiicre, ho was un­ 
der guard, ultkough he wasn’t supposed 
to know it. 
He was wanted in Kansas 
for inurdtriiig 
two wfiinen, and the 
Kansas ofiicf r wlio brought on the war­ 
rant told a tale of Rodmond's career 
that Was bh od curdling.

A MURDERER’S CHUM. 


NEW YORK CLUBMAN’S EXPERIENCE 
AS A ROUGH RIDER.

A number of rho New York boys who 
enlisted with the rough riders expe­ 
rienced some severe shocks during the 
first few days that that regiment was 
in camp in Tampa, while getting ac­ 
quainted with their associates in the or­ 
ganization. 
A young New York club­ 
man who served through the Santiago 
campaign with Colonel Roosevelt told 
the following story of his first days in 
the regiment a t the University club the 
other night. 
“ I went to Tampa alone, after the 
regiment had been there for several 
days, armed with letters, which, I felt 
pretty sure, would result in ray being 
taken in. 
I had beard much about the 
rough riders, but never having been in 
tho west I had no idea what kind of 
men formed the nucleus of the regiment, 
although I had heard there were lots of 
cowboys and western bad men in the 
ranks. 
The day I struck Tampa I pre­ 
sented my letters to Colonel Wood, and 
tho next day I was a trooper. My troop 
was made up almost entirely of west­ 
erners. and at that time I was the only 
New Yorker in it. I didn’t make friends 
very rapidly, but my tentmate seemed 
a decent sort of fellow, and I was 
soon on pretty good terms with bim. 
Ho was a little, smooth faced fellow, 
with a firm jaw and a keen eye, and, I 
should say, about BO years of age. 
He 
was very quiet, but when he did talk it 
was in a voice as soft as a woman's. 
“ I made up my mind that be was a 
good fellow, but rather diffident, and 
that in order to make our relations more 
cordial I must draw him out. 
I felt 
rather sorry for him and for a time 
made a point of going everywhere with 
bim in order to make him feel more 
'comfortable. 
He took my overtures in 
good part and seined to enjoy my com­ 
pany. About the fourth day it suddenly 
dawned 011 me that my bashful little

GIRLS STUDYING FARMING. 


F i f t y In t h e N e w D o r m i t o r y o f t h o 
M i n n e a p o l i s A g r i c u l t u r a l C o l l e g e . 
Fifty girls have taken up the scien­ 
tific study of farming this year in the 
College of Agriculture at Minneapolis, 
says the New York Sun. They have en­ 
tered for the full course, and will work 
in the same classes with the men. Here­ 
tofore girls have been allowed to study 
at the college only six weeks in the 
year and that daring the 
summer 
months, after the men’s classes bad dis­ 
persed for the long vacation. This year 
they are to have full use of all the col­ 
lege privileges. 
They have now a dor­ 
mitory of their own, aud a new staff of 
instructors for special subjects in the 
girls’ department has been added to the 
faculty. 
Girls are admitted to the college on 
the same conditions as boys. 
The agri­ 
cultural course of study covers a term 
of three years, and includes every prac­ 
tical subject needed for farming. Field 
crops and seeds, agricultural engineer­ 
ing, agricultural chemistry, farm eco­ 
nomics, animal husbandry, dairying, en­ 
tomology, horticulture, forestry, veter­ 
inary medicine aud surgery—these are 
some of the things the girls are learning 
about this year. Instead of blacksmith­ 
ing, carpentry and military drill, which 
are required of tho men, the girls take 
laundering, 
cooking, 
sewing, 
bouse 
management ami social auu p lysical 
culture. 
No classics are required, but 
German. French and Scandinavian are 
substituted as being of more value to 
the student of scientific farming.

O r a t o r y at Northwestern university, has 
instituted a new regime in preparing his 
divinity -tudeuts for the practical Fido 
of their future work. 
Each Friday the 
chords « f the bridal chorus from “ Lohen­ 
g rin ” float from the keys of the chapel 
organ, the melodioui Voice of a divinity 
student chants tho marriage service and 
the mock marriage ceremony is solem­ 
nized w ith attention to tho minutest de­ 
tails. 
There arc the student groom aud 
blushing “ co-ed 
for a bride, the best 
man and tho bridesmaids, Professor 
Cumnock acting as guardian to give 
away tho bride. 
Iii placing this course in Northwest­ 
ern’s curriculum it is tho intention of 
Professor Cumnock to give his divinity , 
students drill in offieiatingatmarriages 
of every class that they may meet with 
in the vicissitudes of their future work. 
There aro to I e marriages in high Lf**, j 
with six bridesmaids and as many 
groomsmen as can bo crowded at the j 
charnel rail. 
Thero will he conducted 
the quiet wedding, with only a few 
friends of tho family present. A llot the 
services— both brief and prolix—are to j 
be used. 
The embryonic divine will bo 
shown just where to stand arid how. He 
will be instructed iu regard to the best 
usages of etiquette, the manner of re­ 
ceiving his fee and how to kiss the bride. , 
He will also learn how to compose his I 
countenance and restrain his lacerated 
feelings when there is no fee fortbcom* j 
iug. 
j 
Professor Cumnock is of the opinion 
that a mild, even monotone is more j 
preferable for tho officiating clergyman 
to assume than a grand, reverential and 
sublime style. Ho argues that tho tones 
of the human voice, when properly 
trained, ar*) most soothing to tho per­ 
turbed feelings of novices at the altar, 
and those hardened by many visits to 
tho matrimonial shrine are left out of 
tho professor’s consideration. The m in­ 
isters t ii he ure instructed uot to shoot 
the words, 
“ Please join your right 
hands, ” like an excited general giving 
the order to close up ranks, hot tho en­ 
tire service, from the filling out of the 
certificates lo the pocketing of the fees, 
must be conducted in a smooth, even 
monotone, consistent with the whispered 
replies in which the trembling pair 
swear fealty to one another. 
It must not be supposed that the divin­ 
ity students are to reap all of the bene­ 
fits of this course. 
The other seniors of

The minutes of the last two 
met ting s were approved. 
A g entleman representing an eastern 
book concern presented to the lx)ard a 
new dictionary which is complete in 
four volnines. 
The work was inspected 
by the board and ten sets were ordered 
on approy al. subject to the action of the 
text book committee. 
The pay roll for the month of October 
was read. The amount was $2,114.50. 
Superintendent Ray m an’s report for 
the month ending November 4. is as 
follows : New enrollment, males 6.5, fe­ 
males 43; entire enrollment, males 1262, 
females 1318 ; monthly enrollment.males 
1218. females 1213; re-enrollinent. males 
20. females 15; re-eurollment No. 2, 
males 4. females 5 ; averag e daily a t­ 
tendance, males lOOl, females 1087 ; per 
cent attendance, males 05, females 03 ; 
promoted six. an increase of one over 
last m onth; pupils absent, males 713 
females 647; pnpils withdrawn, males 
33, females 58 ; [last month 17 males and 
14 females withdrew] ; cases of tardi­ 
ness, males 160, females 145; cases of 
truancy , males 31. females none; [last 
month 11 males and two females were 
recorded as truants |; corporal punish­ 
ment, 67; teachers absent 0 ^ day s; 
visits by patrons, males 16, females 53 ;

The board of education met in regular 
session in the directors’ room of the 
Central building last evening. There 
were present Members Vodrey, Norris, 
Williams and Peach. The session was 
opened with the reading of the xxiv 
psalm and prayer by Superintendent 
Kayman. The minutes of the last two 
me* tings were approved. 
A gentleman representing an eastern 
hook concern presented to the board a 
new dictionary which is complete in 
four volumes. The work was inspected 
by the board and ten sets were ordered 
on approval, subject to the action of the 
text book committee. 
The pay roll for the month of October 
was read. The amount was $2,114.50. 
Superintendent Rayman’s report for 
the month ending November 4. i» as 
follows: New enrollment, males 65. fe­ 
males 4 3 ; entire enrollment,, males 1262, 
females 1318; monthly enrollment,males 
1218, females 1213; re-enrollment, males 
20. females 15; re-eurollment No. 2, 
males 4. females 5; average daily at­ 
tendance, males 1091, females 1087; per 
cent attendance, males 95, females 93; 
promoted six, an increase of one over 
last m onth; pupils absent, males 713 
females 647; pupils withdrawn, males 
33, females 53; [last month 17 males and 
14 females w ithdrew ]; cases of tardi­ 
ness, males 160, females 145; cases of 
truancy, m ales21, females none; [last 
month ll males and two females were 
recorded as truants J; corporal punish­ 
ment, 67; teachers absent 9% days; 
visits by patrons, males 16, females 53; 
visits by board. 5; oases of sickness, 
males 205, females 244; I last month 132 
males and 174 females were sick]; visits 
by superintendent, 113. 
Superintendent Bayman stated that 
much profTesa was being made by the 
scholars In spelling and penmanship. 
The latten* 
now being taught in the 
high school end the progress the scholars 
have made 
commendable. 
Miss She its. a graduate of the high 
school of several years ago, has been 
granted a teacher’s certificate, and asked 
the board to be appointed a substitute. 
It was done unanimously. 
Bids for coal were received from 
Robert Moore and W. H. Frazier. The 
average oo»t per bushel from Mr. Moore 
was 71-6 oents and Mr. Frazier 1%. 
The contract was awarded to Mr. Moore. 
Mr. Peaoh stated that he was very 
much pleased to hear of the rapid 
progress the scholars hive been making 
under the direction of Superintendent 
Ray man and lf there was any help the 
board could render him they would do 
it gladly.

D« Maany-Talvanrie 
EateblUhM 
IS aft 


Le Conite de Mauny-Talvande, who 
recent!; married Lady Mary Byng, late­ 
ly a maid of honor to the queen, has 
taken a lease of the Chateau d ’Azay le- 
Ridcan. It is a lovely example of renais­ 
sance architecture, perched on a broad 
island embraced by the river Inure. The 
park is well wooded and the waters 
overshadowed by weeping willows. His 
idea is to receive young Englishmen 
•luring the interregnum between the 
university and their career, whether iu 
the army, the civil service, diplomacy 
or of enterprise in our colonies. They 
are treated as guests, and the associa­ 
tion is founded oil honorable under­ 
standings. In the first place, every one 
engages to talk nothing tn t French. In 
the second, more broadly, every one 
undertakes to enter into the spirit of ex­ 
periment—-that is, to live a reasonable 
life of mental aud bodily activity in a 
thoroughly French manner. 
Professors from the neighboring Uni­ 
versity of Tours deliver lectures on lit­ 
erature or history. Excursions are made 
to the many historic castles in the 
neighborhood—Cbenonceaux, Amboise. 
Lochee, Chiuon, Laugeais—impregnated 
with historical associations aud filled 
with pictures of historical characters. 
Afterward essays are written on the lec­ 
tures and excursions. French comedies 
are acted, and so forth. 
Meanwhile 
those who are studying for examina­ 
tions for the civil service or their degree 
have every facility. There is a good li­ 
brary in the chateau, aud a famous col­ 
lection of pictures, inclnding some of 
the most celebrated Clouets. 
The five circular towers at the angles 
of the chateau afford in their four sto­ 
ries 20 circular strudies, any one of 
which would enchant the heart of an 
overworked man of letters. In short, if 
it be possible to recreate a mediaeval 
university the best chanco is offered by 
Azay. 
The students meet the residents 
of the neighborhood in social inter­ 
course, come into contact at otlicial 
fetes with the maire and prefet, follow 
the evolutions of the maneuvers and 
have only themselves to thank if they 
do not acquire a thorough knowledge 
of French life and a perfect facility In 
the French language.—London Outlook.

“ I traveled through the streets of 
Manila for nine days, eagerly looking 
for a fem a le ‘type,’ that I might de 
scribe to my friends at home. Not one 
All as ugly as sin. I arn ready to believe 
that tho graceful and attractive Filipino 
is like the beautiful Indian maiden 
who, since the death of Pocahontas, is 
nowhere to be found out of Feuimore 
Cooper’s novels. 
The Filipino girls 
wear a costume that is especially adapt­ 
ed for that climate. 
Those who can 
afford it dress in thin, gauzy stuff, a 
diaphanous and iridescent fabric woven 
from silk and a mixture of the piueap- 
plo leaf. 
It is called jusi, aud yet an­ 
other fabric is known as ‘pinta cloth.’ 
The Filipino girls wear their thick, 
black, glossy hair done up in rolls, 
much like the Chinese and Japanese 
women. 
On their feet are wooden slip­ 
pers, which click, click, click on Hie 
flagrtones as they trip along the street, 
sometimes with a ba>ket of something 
balanced on their heads and again with 
a huge Manila cigar between their lips 
stained red with betel n u t

street, both bareheaded, as Filipino girls 
invariably are

ish to the other, who immediately re­ 
moves the cigar from her mouth, spits 
a stream of betel nut juice from be 
tween her lips, and hands the cigar to 
her friend. 
“ If I had been near enough and knew 
enough Spanish, doubtless I should have 
heard this dialogue: ‘Senorita, give me 
a light, will your How is business? Are 
you going to take lu the cockfight tine 
evening?’ 
“ For chicken fighting, as everybody 
must know’, has until recently been the j 
national sport of the Filipinos. 
At the 
Oriental hotel I was endeavoring to in ­ 
quire in the best Spanish I could com- j 
maud where aud when I could see a! 
cockfight. 
“ ‘Guerrer 
gallo — guerrer gallo. 
Donde? y cuando?’ I asked. 
“ A mite of a Filipino girl (about 20 
years old or so, I should say) tripped up 
smilingly and offered to escort me to a 
cocklight if I would pay the way. I sur­ 
veyed her carefully and concluded that 
I didn’t care to see a cocklight, but I 
said to her: '‘After awhile. Must go up 
town now .’ 
Would you believe it? 
When I got back, three hours later, the 
Filipino girl was waiting for me. I told 
ber I had learned up town that cock­ 
fights had been prohibited (which was 
the truth), and then purchased my re­ 
lease by paying her a peseta.” 
“ Manila itself is not a ‘city, ’ although 
there are 200,000 or 800,000 inhabitants 
there aud in the suburbs. 
It is just a 
rambling, ramsbackly old place, with 
(one aud sometimes two) storied houses, 
bnilt of wood, with red tile roofs. F re­ 
quently the entire upper story of the 
dwelling houses is a sort of bay window 
— that is to say, they would be bay w in­ 
dows if they were not square. These 
windows extend across the entire front 
and are provided with sliding shutter-. 
Frequently these small wooden dwell­ 
ing houses are vine clad. 
There are 
trellises of morning glories—delicate 
tints of pink and blue—and hollyhocks 
too, on either side of the door.

In social iuterconr.se they ac­ 
knowledge no such relationship s as fa­ 
ther and child, and denounce the chhii - 
p ulsion of one man to do the will of an­ 
other as sacrilege. The greatest abomi­ 
nation in their eyes before God is the 
Russian gov ernment, yet they are the 
most submissiv e men, hav e nev er offered 
the slightest resistance and hav e always 
p aid their taxes with the utmost p unc­ 
tuality. Their family ties are based en­ 
tirely on mutual affection. When affec­ 
tion ceases, they leav e each other. They 
call their wiv es sisters. Children call 
their father and mother old man and 
old woman, and p arents sp eak of their 
offsp ring as children of the tribe and 
not of indiv iduals. 
Their first sev ere p ersecntiou began 
on Aug. 28, 1799, under a ukase of 
Paul I, in which be ordered that all 
members cf this sect khould be banished 
to the Siberian mines for life.

Members of the Dhoukhobortsi, one 
if Russia's many peculiar religions 
leots, for the last five years the especial 
protege of Count Tolstoi, are seeking to 
leach the United States, and a commit­ 
tee, comprising W illiam Dean Howells, 
Jane Addauis of the Hall House, Chica­ 
go; William Lloyd Garrison of Boston, 
the Rev. Dr. George Dana Boardman 
of Philadelphia, N. O. Nelson of St. 
Louis and Bolton Hall and Ernest H. 
Crosby of New York wasfoAued recent 
ly iu Philadelphia, to gather the neces­ 
sary lauds. Isaac N. Seligman is treas 
urer of the committee. 
Whi n Count Tolstoi began bis present 
ascetic and benevolent mode of life, he 
became deeply interested in the Dhon 
khobortsi, and they have come to be 
known as his "p ets.” Daring the last 
five vt ars Tolstoi has devoted almost 
his entire time to them and has bom 
barded the czar with petitions, begging 
permission for them to leave the country. 
Their name means spirit wrestlers or 
champions of the spirit. They were 
first heard of publicly in Russia in 
17T)0, when they wero unearthed by the 
imperial police. Their origin is directly 
traceable to an English Quaker resident 
in Russia. They deny the existence of 
a personal Cod aud believe God lives 
in the soul of every man, and is insep­ 
arable from any human being. Accord­ 
ing to their doctrine memory is God the 
Father; reason, God the Hon, and will, 
God the Holy Ghost. They accept the 
fall of Adam as historical, hut deny 
that it had anything to do with the fall 
of any other man, contending that the 
fault was Adam’s aloue and descended 
to no one else. They regard Christ as 
nothing more thnn a good man. 
They say they are the only true 
worshipers of God and regard the rest 
of the world an superstitions and idol­ 
atrous. They consider, however, that 
their church comprises all men, who 
know that God has chosen them, though 
such cannot be recognized by any out­ 
ward 6igu. They believe in the immor­ 
tality of the soul, bnt not in hell, para­ 
dise or the prospective destruction of 
the world. 
When 
the 
millennium 
comes, they say, all sinners will be 
wiped away and the righteous will pos­ 
sess the earth, bnt still be obliged to 
work, be born and die just as now. 
According to their belief, a child has 
no soul uutil one enters its body, some 
time between its sixth aud fifteenth 
years. In social intercourse they ac­ 
knowledge no such relationships as fa­ 
ther and child, and denounce the com­ 
pulsion of one man to do the will of an­ 
other as sacrilege. The greatest abomi­ 
nation in their eyes before God is the 
Russian government, yet they are the 
most submissive men, have never offered 
the slightest resistance and have always 
paid their taxes with the utmost punc­ 
tuality. Their family ties are based en­ 
tirely on mutual affection. When affec­ 
tion ceases, they leave each other. They 
call their wives sisters. Children call 
their father aud mother old man and 
old woman, aud parents speak of their 
offspring as children of the tribe and 
not of individuals. 
Their first severe persecution began 
on Aug. 28, 1799, under a ukase of 
Paul I, in which he ordered that all 
members cf this sect khonld be banished 
to the Siberian mines for life. They 
were condemned to the hardest work, 
and their hands aud feet were always 
to bear chains, so that, in the language 
of the ukase, ‘ they who deny the su­ 
preme authority of earthly potentates, 
enthroned by the will of God. should ■ 
feel sharply on their own bodies that 
there are authorities established by God 
on earth for tho defense of the good and 
tor the chastisement of villains like 
themselves.” 
In consequence of this ukase about 
15 OOO persons were transported to Si- 
beiia. 
They were flogged repeatedly 
with knouts aud in 800 instances, ac­ 
cording to official records, were m uti­ 
lated. 
Alexander I gave them permis­ 
sion in 1882 to colonize on a Siberia 
farm, which their thrift aud industry 
made very valuable in a short time. In 
1839 their number bad increased to 25,- 
000, and the government seized their 
farm, sending all those able to serve in­ 
to the Cancassian army corps and those 
uufit into the Nerchinsk lead mines, the 
deadliest of Siberia. 
They did not decline to fulfill the 
peaceful duties of the regiments, but 
when face to face with an enemy they 
lay down. No amount of corporal pun­ 
ishment could make them go forward. 
They were allowed to return to Russia 
in 1800, and some 15,000 did so, only 
to bo driveu from one part of Russia to 
another until a few years ago, never be 
lug allowed to remain longer than six 
months iii anyone place. By this means 
their number has been reduced to 10,- 
; OOO.

Receiver 
N am ed 
For Two C om panies 
Operating In This State - Li*- 
b tlities • 1,200,000. 


C i n c i n n a t i , Nov. 15.-The Turney & 
Jones Goal company of Columbus and 
the Pennsylvania and Chio Fuel com­ 
pany of St. Paul, with offices also rn 
Cbioj-o, wire by the federal court put 
into the hands of the Security and Title 
company of Chm ag» as receivers. In 
the suit of Pat lam against these oom- 
oanies application was made to have 
George S. Benson of Columbus also as 
receiver, but on toe objection of Samuel 
N. belton, receiver of the Columbus, 
Sandusky aed Hocking Railroad com­ 
pany, Judge L'aft refused to confirm 
Reason, who bm been employed by the 
coal company. 
Receiver F e l t o n pleaded that these 
coal companies owed the Columbus, 
S a n d u s k y a n d Hocking Railroad 
puny #95,000, 
a n d taat its 
s h o u l d be c o n s i d e r e d . 
Judge Taft re 
served to a tun lier date the appoint 
meat of some practical coal operator as 
co-receiver. 
The companies are among the largest 
that ever operated in the Chio coal 
fields. Their troublers commenced in 
Hie s u m m e r of 18 0'w ith the great coal 
strike. They had I tr^o contracts to Ii I 
in Hie northwest and were unable to pc 
coal until late in the surnnur. aud then 
at a high price aud with very high 
lake rate4. 
lh e rem it was a loss of over .$200,000 
at that time. 
T h is summer they bought 
large quantitiesof coal, winch is still on 
t .e.r d o ck s, while the r collections have 
been very slow. 
As they bought the 
coal early, a great deal uf p iper has 
fallen clue before receipts w ire coming 
rn. The crisis was brought about by 
New York p an es declaring due the 
whole of an issue of $280,000 of obliga­ 
tions bec ausu one of the installments 
was not paul promptly. 
The liabilities amount to $1,200,000. 
The officers of the companies claim they 
will pay it in full if the assets are care­ 
fully handled. The 
two companies 
were owned by the same parties—mostly 
by H. D. Tnruey of Columbus and John 
S. Jones of Chicago—and had to stand 
or fall together. 
The mines of these companies fur­ 
nished about one-half of the coal ton­ 
nage for the Columbus, Sandusky and 
Hocking railroad, and the future of 
that property depends very largely on 
what is none by the newly-appointed 
receivers of these coal companies.

Members of tho Dhoukhobortsi, one 
• f 
Russia’s 
m any peculiar religious 
»ants, for the last live years the especial 
protege °f Conn! Tolstoi, are seeking to 
leach the U nited States, and a com m it­ 
tee, comprising W illiam Dean Howells, 
Jane Addains of the Hull House, C hica­ 
go; W illiam Lloyd Garrison of Boston, 
the Rev. Hr. George Hana Boardman 
of Philadelphia, N. O. Nelson of St. 
Louis and Bolton Hall and Ernest H. 
Crosby of New York was feigned recent­ 
ly in Philadelphia, to gather the neces­ 
sary fuuds. Isaac N. Seligman is treas­ 
urer of the committee. 
When Count Tolstoi began bis present 
ascetic and benevolent mode of life, he 
became deeply interested in the Dhou- 
khohortsi, and they have come to bo 
known as bis “ pets.” 
D aring the last 
five y tars Tolstoi has devoted almost 
his entire tim e to them aud bas bom­ 
barded the czar w ith petitions, begging 
permission for them to leave the country. 
Their nam e m eans spirit wrestlers or 
champions of the spirit. 
They were 
first heard of publicly in Russia in 
I TAO, when they were unearthed by the 
imperial police. T heirorigin is directly 
traceable to an English Quaker resident 
in Russia. 
They deny tho existence of 
a personal God and believe God lives 
in the soul of every man, and is insep­ 
arable from any hum an being. Accord­ 
ing to their doctrine memory is God tho 
F ath er; reason, God the Hon, and will, 
God the Holy Ghost. 
They accept the 
fall of Adam as historical, but deny 
th at it had anything to do with the fall 
of any other man, contending that the 
fault was A dam ’s alone aud descended 
to no one else. 
They regard Christ as 
nothing more than a good man. 
They say they are the only true 
worshipers of God and regard the rest 
of the world as superstitious and idol­ 
atrous. 
They consider, however, th at 
their church comprises all men, who 
know th at God has chosen them. though 
such cannot be recognized by any o ut­ 
ward sign. They believe in the im m or­ 
tality of the soul, but not in hell, para­ 
dise or the prospective destruction of 
the 
world. 
When 
the 
m illennium 
comes, they say, all sinners will be 
wiped aw ay and the righteous w ill pos­ 
sess the earth, hut still be obliged to 
work, be born ami dio just as now. 
According to their belief, a child has 
no soul until ouo enters its body, some 
time between its sixth aud fifteenth 
years. 
In social intercourse they ac­ 
knowledge no such relationships as fa­ 
ther and child, and denounce the com­ 
pulsion of one m an to do the will of a n ­ 
other as sacrilege. The greatest abom i­ 
nation iii their eyes before God is the 
Russian government., yet they are the 
most submissive men, have never offered 
the slightest resistance and have always 
paid their taxes w ith the utm ost punc­ 
tuality. T heir family ties are Lased en­ 
tirely on m utual affection. When affec­ 
tion ceases, they leave each other. They 
call their wives sisters. 
Children call 
their father and mother old m an and 
old woman, and parents speak of their 
offspring as children of the tribe and 
not of individuals. 
Their first severe persecution began 
on Aug. 28, 1799, under a ukase of 
Paul I, in w hich he ordered th a t all 
members of this sect Should be banished 
to tho Siberian mines for life. 
They 
were condemned to the hardest work, 
and their hands aud feet were alw ays 
to bear chains, so that, in the language 
of the ukase, ‘ they who deny the su ­ 
pra ne authority of earthly potentates, 
enthroned by the w ill of God. should 
feel sharply on their own bodies that 
there are authorities established by God 
on carib for tho defense of the good aud 
tor the chastisem ent of villains like 
themselves. ” 
In consequence of this ukase about 
Iii OOO persons were transported to *Si- 
hoi hi. 
They were flogged repeatedly 
WI til knouts and iu HOO instances, ac­ 
cording to official records, were m u ti­ 
lated. 
Alexander I gave them perm is­ 
sion in 1882 to colonize on a Siberia 
farm, which their thrift aud industry 
made very valuable in a short time. In 
1839 their num ber bad increased to 25,- 
OOU, anc* the government seized their 
farm, sending all those uhle to serve in ­ 
to tho Caucassian army corps and those 
unfit into the Nerchinsk lead mines, the 
deadliest of Siberia. 
They did not decline to fulfill the 
peaceful duties of the regiments, but 
when face to face w ith an enemy they 
lay down. N o am ount of corporal pu n ­ 
ishment could make them go forward. 
They were allowed to return to Russia 
iii 1800, aud some 15.000 did so, only 
to bo driven from one part of Russia to 
another until a few years ago, never be­ 
ing allowed to remain longer than six 
months in anyone place. By this means 
their num ber has been reduced to 10,- 


*)00. 
T olstoi’s adm irers in England and the

The companies are am ong the largest 
th a t ever "operated in the Ohio coal 
fields. 
Their trouble* commenced in 
the sum m er of 18.ti with the great coal 
strike. 
They had I *rgo coutracis to Ii I 


iii the northwest and were unable to £© 
coal until late in tho su n n ier, aud then 
a t a Ii u h price and w ith very high 
lake rates. 
Tho re-ult was a loss of over $209,009 
at th a t time. 
Thus sum m er they bought 
large quantitiesof coal, which is still on 
t .e.r docks, while the r collections have 
been very slow. 
As they bought the 
coal early, a great, deal of p iper has 
fallen due before receipts were coming 
in. 
The crisis was brought about by 
New York p a n es declaring due the 
whole of an issue of $280,000 of obliga­ 
tions be; ause one of the installm ents 
was not paul promptly. 
The liabilities am ount to $ 1 ,2 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
T h i* officers of the companies claim they 
will pay it iii full if the assets are care­ 
fully handled. 
The 
tw o 
companies 
were owned by the same parties—mostly 
by H. D. T urney of Columbus and John 
S. Jones of Chicago—and had to stand 
or fall together. 
The mines of these companies fu r­ 
nished about oue-half of tha coal ton­ 
nage for the Columbus, Sandusky aud 
Hocking railroad, and the future of 
th a t property depends very largely on 
w hat is none by the n ew ly -appointed 
receivers of these coal companies.

H ongkong, Nov. 15.—The Filipino 
junta, representatives of General Aguin­ 
aldo aud the Filipiuo government here, 
have drawn up what they designate as 
an “appeal to President McKinley aud 
the American people.”

“ While the fate of the islands is still 
undecided aud we arc doing all in our 
power to prevent a conflict between the 
Americans and Filipinos — awaiting 
patiently the conclusion of the Paris 
conference—w*e implore the interven­ 
tion oi the president, supported by t he 
will of the people, to end the slights 
shown our lead is, soldiers aud people 
by some of the American military and 
naval officers, although we do uot wish 
to wrong Admiral Dewey or General 
Otis.” 
l h* memorial t h e n avers that “ false 
reports are spread broadcast, alleging 
that the Filipinos are responsible for 
all the friction,” points out that “ the 
tension is greater every day, and any 
moment a shot may be tired by an ir­ 
responsible American or Filipino soldier 
leading to great bloodshed,” and be­ 
seeches the United States to “ hell) the 
juuia to control our own people by 
directing American officials at Muuila J 
to temper their actious with friendship, 
jus hoe and fairness.” 
“From the commencement of tne 
hostilities,” continues the memorial, 
“the Filipinos acceded to all the Amer­ 
ican requests; but, after bottling up the 
Spanields in Manila, the Filipinos were 
completely ignored wheu the Americans 
advanced and thus deprived of the 
fruits of victory. 
Now, after months 
of campaigning, the Filipino troops 
have been ordered beyond the suburbs, 
where they have no quarters and where 
supplies are difficult to obtaiu.

nient will need for some time all the 
revenue produced by the war taxes. 
During tho mouth of October tho war 
expenditures exceeded the war revenue 
by some $14,000,000, aud this month 
they will be $10,000,000 in excess. 
This 
being the case, there will be no changes 
at least this fiscal year. 
The war 
revenue act xviii continue in force and 
unchanged, except perhaps in a few 
minor adm inistrative features, tor at 
least a year longer. 
••It is hardly nee *ssary to add,” con 
tinned Mr. Dinghy, “ that there will bs 
no revision of the tariff, although I 
have s e n some statement to tho effect 
that- such a revision is contemplated. 
“ The session is limited to 
three 
m onths,” he said, “and that short 
period will be mainly occupied in pass­ 
ing the appropriation bills, iii enacting 
new laws tor the regular army and de­ 
ciding upon the legislation necessary 
tor the government of Hawaii. 
Au ad­ 
dition to these im portant matters the 
usual uumber of routine m atters will 
arise. 
From the present outlook tbs 
session will bo well muter wuy betorn 
the treaty of peace with Spain will bs 
laid before the senate, and the ratifica­ 
tion of that document may not be ac­ 
complished long before the Rh of March 
arrives.” 
“ Will that necessitate an extra ses­ 
sion?”

A num ber of rho N ew York boys who 
enlisted w ith the rough riders expe­ 
rienced some severe shocks during the 
first few days th at th a t regim ent was 
in cam p in Tam pa, w hile getting ac­ 
quainted w ith their associates in the o r­ 
ganization. 
A young New York club­ 
m an w ho served through the Santiago 
cam paign w ith Colonel Roosevelt told 
the following story of his first days in 
the regim ent a t the U niversity club the 
other night. 
“ I w ent to Tam pa alone, after the 
regim ent had been there for several 
clays, arm ed w ith letters, which, I felt 
pretty sure, would result in m y being 
taken in. 
I had heard much about the 
rough riders, but never having been in 
tho west I had no idea w hat kind of 
men formed the nucleus of the regiment, 
although I bad heard there were lots of 
cowboys aud western bad men iii the 
ranks. 
T he day I struck Tam pa I pre­ 
sented m y letters to Colonel Wood, and 
tho next day I was a trooper. My troop 
was m ade up alm ost entirely of w est­ 
erners, and a t th at tim e I was the only 
N ew Yorker in it. I d id n ’t m ake friends 
very rapidly, bot m y tentm ute seemed 
a decent 
sort of 
fellow, and I was 
soon on pretty good term s w ith him. 
Ile was a little, smooth faced fellow, 
w ith a firm jaw and a keen eye, and, I 
should say, about 80 years of age. 
H e 
was very quiet, but when he did talk it 
was in u voice as soft as a w o m an ’s. 
“ I mudo up m y m ind th at he was a 
good follow, but ra th e r diffident, aud 
that in order to muke our relations m ore 
cordial I m ust draw him out. 
I felt 
ra th e r sorry for him and for a time 
m ade a point of going everyw here with 
him in order to m ake him feel more 
comfortable. 
He took my overtures iii 
good p art and senied to enjoy m y com ­ 
pany. About the fourth day it suddenly 
daw ned on me th a t m y bashful little 
‘bunkie’ know all about me, w hile al) I 
knew about, him was th a t bis nam e was 
Redmond. 
So I ju s t tackled bim one 
day and told hint that, as we m ight be 
together for months, I ’d like to know 
w ho lie w as and w here be came from 
aud w hether he had a family. 
“ Ile gave me a queer look, m um bled 
som ething about seeing m e later, and 
left the tent. I made up m y m ind right 
there th at there was some sad secret iii 
his life th a t he couldu't talk about to 
so new an acquaintance as myself, aud 
I d id n ’t bother him again. 
I was so 
blue myself about being aw ay from my 
friends aud relatives th a t a great wave 
of pity for this poor fellow, who seemed 
so lunch less able to stand trouble than 
I, sw ept over me. The second night a f t­ 
er this Redmond put on bis coat and 
said he wan going out for a walk. ‘Hold 
on a m in u te ,’ I said, ‘and I ’ll go w ith 
yo u .’ ‘Ob, I ’m not going fa r!’ he said. 
‘Y ou’d better stay. I ’ll be back in an 
h o u r.’ ‘Rut, I w ant to g o ,’ I said. ‘I ’m 
sick of hanging around the tent ’ 
“ He said no more, and we w ent out 
together. 
There were no guards but 
the provost guards, and the men could 
wutiller around at w ill, 
W e w ent into 
the tow n and stopped at a saloon, where 
Redmond made me gusp by drinking 
nearly half a tum bler of w hisky w ith ­ 
out wincing. 
We w ent to several oilier 
places aud iiad drinks, and finally, at 
m y suggestion, started back for camp. 
We were passing through a very dark 
street when Redmond suddenly came to 
a standstill, aud, hauling out his big 
cavalry revolver, exam ined it carefully, 
aud then, turning to me, said: ‘Y o u ’d 
better step iii th a t doorw ay a moment. 
I ’ll be right back.’ 
I looked up and 
then noticed about a hundred yards 
away u man coming tow ard us. He was 
a well dreaded, prosperous looking man, 
aud as I saw Redmond take a step in 
his direction it cuuie over me all of a 
sudden what he intended to do. 
“ ‘{See 
here, 
R edm ond,’ 
I called, 
w alking forward and catching In iii by 
the shoulder. 
' W hat are you going to 
do;' 
‘ Hold him u p ,’ he said in his soft 
voice. ‘Go in a doorw ay; it w o n 't take 
a moment,* ‘Not a b i t of it,' I said. 
‘ Y ou’ll do no such work as that while 
I'm aro u n d .’ 
An expression which be­ 
trayed the m a n ’s real character came 
over his fact* and for a second I 1 bought 
he w as going to shoot rue. 
Before he 
got a chance, I continued: ‘Redmond, 
if you need some money, I ’ll help you 
out. I ve get a little. I w on’t stand for 
any sin h game as this, though, ’ 
I eau 
get along uutil we get a pay day on $6. 
Can you let me have th at much?’ ‘C er­ 
tainly, ’ I said, aud I gave him a bill 
in a hurry, for the stranger was getting 
dangerously near us. 
He put up bis re ­ 
volver and the stranger passed us. little 
knowing what a narrow escape he bud 
had. 
“ Redmond never m ade the slightest 
reference to the affair on our way hack 
to camp, but when we got IU our tent 
I told bim very plainly th at I was go­ 
ing to quit him, urn! I made un ex­ 
change w ith auntlier man the next day. 
A week luter he gave back my $ 0. 
We 
h ad n ’t bud a pay day aud I d o n ’t know 
where he gut the money. 
“ It w a sn ’t until I got to C am p WI- 
kotT th at I learned all about Redmond. 


I cam e up to th at camp rrom Cuba. He 
came from Tampa aud got there ahead 
of me. 
When I got there, ho was u n ­ 
der guard, although lie w asn’t supposed 
to know it. 
He was wanted in Kansas 
for m urdering 
two women, aud the 
K ansas office r who brought on the w a r­ 
rant told a tale of Redm ond’s career 
th at was bl od curdling. 
A sergeant 
was put on guard over him so th at he 
loulcin’t get away, but one night w hile 
the sergeant was peacefully sleeping 
Redm ond cut out the whole back of the 
toLt and escaj cd. 
The next day tho de­ 
tective came on to arrest Redmond, but 
the bird had flown.*’— New York .Sun.

GIRLS STUDYING FARMING. 


F i f t y I n t h e Blew D o r m i t o r y o f t h o 
VI I i i a r u intl is A k rlt-iilf u r a l <’o1I«*k«*. 
F ifty girls have taken up the scien­ 
tific study of farm ing this year in the 
College of A griculture ai Minneapolis, 
says the New York Sun. They have e n ­ 
tered for the full course, and w ill work 
in the same classes w ith the men. H ere­ 
tofore girls have been allowed to study 
at the college only six weeks in the 
year and 
th at during 
the 
sum m er 
months, after the m e n ’s classes had d is­ 
persed for the long vacation. This year 
they are to have full use of all the col­ 
lege privileges. 
They have now a dor­ 
m itory of their own, and a new stat!' of 
instructors fur special subjects in the 
g irls’ departm ent has been added to the 
faculty. 
G irls are adm itted to the college on 
the same conditions as boys. 
The ag ri­ 
cultural course of Htudy covers a term 
of three years, anil includes every prac­ 
tical subject needed for farming. 
Field 
crops aud seeds, agricultural engineer­ 
ing, agricultural chemistry, farm eco­ 
nomics, animal husbandry, dairying, en ­ 
tomology, horticulture, forestry, veter­ 
inary medicine aud surgery—these are 
some of the things the girls are learning 
about this year. Instead of blacksmith 
mg, carpentry and m ilitary drill, which 
aru required of tho men. the girls (uke 
laundering, 
cooking, 
sewing, 
bouse 
m anagem ent anti social a id p lysical 
culture. 
No classics are required, but 
G erm an, French aud Scandinavian are 
substituted as being of more value to 
the student of scientific farming. 


Professor Cumnock is of the opinion 
th a t a mild, even monotone is: more 
preferable for tho officiating clergym an 
to assume than a grand, reverential and 
sublime style. He argues th a t tho tones 
of tho hum an voice, when 
properly 
trained, are most soothing to tho per­ 
turbed feelings of novices a t tho altar, 
and those hardened by m any visits to 
tho m atrim onial shrine are left out of 
tho professor’s consideration. The m in ­ 
isters to be ure instructed uot to shout 
the words, 
“ Please join your rig h t 
hands, ” like an excited general giving 
the order to close up ranks, but the e n ­ 
tire service, from the filling out of the 
certificates to the pocketing of the fees, 
m ust be conducted in a smooth, even 
monotone, consistent w’ith the whispered 
replies iii w hich the trem bling pair 
swear fealty to one another.

By his recent victories in the Sudan 
and tim destruction of the khalifa’^ 
power in tile taking of Omdurman, the 
Bagdad of the mahdists, General Kitch­ 
ener has brought under the control of 
civilization an important part of the 
earth’s surface with a tremendous popu­ 
lation and a productivity drawn upon 
by a large portion of the western world. 
The Sudan has an area of 2,000,000 
square miles aud a population that is 
estimated between 80,000,000 aud 90,- 
000, 000. It is comprised of that section 
of Africa that lies immediately south 
of the great desert of Sahara. 
Un th** 
south it is bounded by the Abyssinian 
highlands, on the east by the lands that 
drain the Kongo aud oil the west by 
Senegambia. 
These are the average 
boundaries. 
Various geographers have 
given the Sudan various boundaries. 
Eastern Sudan, in which tho civilized 
world is now particularly interested, 
owing to recent events in the east and 
the triumph of the sirdar’s army, lins 
an area of 950,000 square miles aud a 
population of more than 10,000,000 
This territory until 1882 was more or 
less nuder the rule of Egypt. People in 
general are familiar with Sudanese his­ 
tory and with the terrible slaughter 
which the fanatic mahdists dealt out to 
brave Englishmen, Hindoos and Egyp­ 
tians. 
For the death of Gordon, the 
massacre of Hicks’ army and the devil­ 
try iii general of “ Fuzzy 
Wuzzy,’ 
whom Kipling has immortalized in Un­ 
sung, tho British peoplo have for years 
vowed vengeance, or, not to put too 
tine a point upon it. the reconquest of 
the Sudan. 
It is pretty freely admitted on all 
hands that “ Fuzzy Wuzzy’’ will be 
breaking no more British squares or 
squares of any other nationality for 
some time to come. 
It matters little 
how the British got into the Sudan— 
whether for aggression cr not. Once in, 
their savage foes treated them iii a 
manner to arouse the indignation of 
any white man, and the putting down 
of the dervishes and the laying low of 
the hideous, cruel, brutal, blind, slave 
trafficking khalifa is a distinct advance 
for any civilization, British or other 
wise. 
But to return to the Sudan—as a 
country. 
The whole of upper Egypt is 
surrounded on three sides by deserts. 
The desert regions are inhabited by the 
Arabs, whose chief industry is cattle 
raising. 
The Sudan produces various 
commodities, many of them very vain 
able to commerce. 
I ne Arabs OI me 
desert are hue sheep ami camel raisers. 
The camel is the most important beast 
in the entire region and is used as the 
chief means »f transport. On the menu 
talus between Berber and Suakin senna 
is produced in large quantities. 
From 
the Sudan collies the chief supply of 
gum urabio. 
in the regions of the At­ 
ua ra and Set ti to rivers mimosas grow 
in thickets. 
Du the plains between the 
Blue Nile and the upj>cr At bura corn is 
grown so freely thut a camel’s load 
costs only a dollar 
Other products are 
sesame, from which tine oil is extracted; 
millet seed. which is called durban, 
and cotton, 
in altin st all parts of the 
Sudan where cultivation is at all possi 
hie the soil will produce plentifully 
such goods as sugar, spices and all sorts 
of tropical fruits. 
Below Omdurman 
wheat is grown in large crops.

Le Comte* do Mauny-Talvande, who 
recent!; m a rrie d Lady Mary Byng, late­ 
ly a njuid of honor to J he queen, hat 
taken a lease of the Chateau d ’Azay-le- 
Rideau. it is a lovely example of renais­ 
sance architecture, perched on a broad 
island embraced by tho river Inure. The 
park is well wooded and the waters 
overshadowed by weeping willows. His 
idea is to receive young Englishmen 
during the interregnum between the 
university and their career, whether in 
the. army, the civil service, diplomacy 
or of enterprise in our colonies. They 
are treated as guests, and the associa­ 
tion is founded on honorable under­ 
standings. 
in the first place, every one 
engages to talk nothing but French. In 
the second, more broadly, every one 
undertakes to enter into the spirit of ex­ 
periment— that is, to live a reasonable 
life of mental aud bodily activity in a 
thoroughly French manner. 
Professors from the neighboring U ni­ 
versity of Tours deliver lectures on lit­ 
erature or bii-tory. Excursions are made 
to the many historic castles in the 
neighborhood—Cbenonceoux, Aniboise. 
Loches, Cbinon, Langeais— impregnated 
with historical associations aud filled 
with pictures of historical characters. 
Afterward essays are written on the lec­ 
tures and excursions. 
French comedies 
are acted, and so forth. 
Meanwhile 
those who are studying for examina­ 
tions fur tho civil service or their degree 
have every facility. There is a good li­ 
brary in tho chateau, and a famous col­ 
lection of pictures, including some of 
the most celebrated Clouets. 
The five circular towers at the angles 
of the chateau afford in their four sto­ 
ries 20 circular strudies, any one of 
which would enchant the heart of an 
overworked man of letters. In short, if 
it be possible to recreate a mediaeval 
university the best chance is offered by 
Azay. 
Tho students meet the residents 
of the neighborhood in social inter­ 
course, come into contact at oflicial 
fetes with the in a ire and prefet, follow 
the evolutions of the maneuvers and 
have only themselves to thank if they 
do not acquire a thorough knowledge 
of French life and a perfect facility in 
the French language.— London Outlook.

R ussia’s 
many peculiar religious 
tacts, for tile last five years the especial 
protege of Count Tolstoi, are seeking to 
teach the U nited Stub s, aud a com m it­ 
tee, com prising W illiam Dean Howells, 
Jane Addams of the H ull House, Chica­ 
go; W ill iain Lloyd Garrison of Boston, 
the Rev. Dr. George Dana Boardman 
of Philadelphia, N. O. Nelson of St. 
Lonis and Bolton Hall and Ernest H. 
Crosby of N ew York w a s foAned recent­ 
ly in Philadelphia, to gather the neces­ 
sary funds. Isaac N. Seligm an is treas­ 
urer of the corn rn it tee. 
When Count Tolstoi began bis present 
ascetic and benevolent mode of life, he 
becam e deeply interested in the Dhou- 
khohortsi, and they have come to be 
known as bis “ pots.” 
During tile last 
five vt ars Tolstoi has devoted alm ost 
his entire tim e to them and has bom­ 
bard* d the czar with petitions, begging 
permission for them to leave the country. 
Their name means spirit wrestlers or 
champions of the spirit. 
They were 
first heard of publicly in Russia in 
1750, when they were unearthed by tile 
imperial police. Their origin is directly 
traceable to an E nglish Quaker resident 
in Russia. 
They de ny tho existence of 
a personal God aud believe God lives 
in Hie soul of every man, and is insep­ 
arable from any human being. Accord­ 
ing to their doctrine memory is God tho 
Father; reason, God the Son, and w ill, 
God the H oly Ghost. 
They accept the 
fall of Ad ani as historical, but deny 
that it had anything to do with the fall 
of any other man, contending that the 
fault was Adam ’s alone and descended 
to no one else. 
They regard Christ as 
nothing more than a good man. 
They soy they are 
the only trne 
worshipers of God and regard the rest 
of the world as superstitious and id ol­ 
atrous. 
They consider, however, that 
their church comprises all men, who 
know that God bas chosen them. though 
such canuofc be recognized by any out­ 
ward sign. They believe in the im m or­ 
tality of the soul, but not iii hell, para­ 
dise or the prospective destruction of 
the 
world. 
When 
the 
m illennium 
conies, they say, all sinners w ill be 
wiped away and the righteous w ill pos­ 
sess the earth, but still be obliged to 
work, be horn aud die just as now. 
According to their belief, a child has 
no soul until one enters its body, some 
tim e between ite sixth aud fifteenth 
years. 
Iii social intercourse they ac­ 
knowledge no such relationships as fa­ 
ther and child, and denounce the com ­ 
pulsion of one man to do the w ill of an­ 
other as sacrilege. The greatest abom i­ 
nation in their eyes before God is the 
Russian government., yet they urn the 
most subm issive men, have never offered 
the slightest resistance and have alw ays 
paid their taxes w ith the utmost punc­ 
tuality. Their fam ily ties are lased en­ 
tirely on m utual affection. When affec­ 
tion ceases, they leave each other. They 
call their w ives sisters. 
Children call 
their father aud mother old man and 
old woman, and parents speak of their 
offspring as children of the tribe and 
uot of individuals. 
Their first sovere persecution began 
ou Aug. 28, 1799, nuder a ukase of 
Paul I, in which he ordered that all 
members cf this sect Should be banished 
to the Siberian mines for life. 
They 
were condemned to tho hardest work, 
anil their bauds and feet were alw ays 
to bear chains, so that, in the language 
of the ukase, “ they w ho deny the su ­ 
p i n e authority of earthly potentates, 
enthroned by tile w ill of God, should 
feel sharply on their own bodies that 
there are authorities established by God 
on carib for tho defense of the good urn! 
lor tho chastisem ent of villains like 
tlicinat Ives. ” 
In con seq ue uce of this ukase about, 
15 OOO persona were transported to Si* 
b i n . 
They were flogged repeatedly 
with knouts mid iu HOO instances, ac­ 
cording to official records, wore m uti­ 
lated. 
Alexander I gave them perm is­ 
sion iu 1832 to colonize on a Siberia 
farm, which their thrift and industry 
made very valuable in u short time. In 
1*89 their number bad increased to 25,- 
OOO, uud> the government seized their 
farm, aeudiug all those utile to serve in­ 
to the Ga a cacia u army corps and those 
uufit into tho Nerchinsk lead mines, the 
deadliest of Siberia.
